Militia and Pension Resolutions

Toronto, Ont.,-Au- g. 19. The Inter
national Typographical union has
voted $250 a week to aid the union
printers in their strike against the
Philadelphia Inquirer on the condition
that the Philadelphia union will sub
scribe a like amount.

A resolution that no union man shall
join the militia was voted down. The
author alleged that capitalists can use
the militia to further their own ends.
A resolution was offered asking the
union to have a bill passed in the
United States congress to pay a pen
sion or $iz a week to wage earners
who have earned J 1,000 a year con
tinuously for 21 years. It was re
jected. The anti-tick- et scalping law
was condemned.

Chicago, Aug. 19. The stereo- -
typers' organization which has been
affiliated with the International Typo-
graphical union has voted to stand bythe .typographical union and to keep
up the special assessment for the de-
fense fund which is being collected.
The movement favoring withdrawal
from the Typographical union was de-
feated by a large majority.

APPOINTMENT OX MONDAY.

Governor Hoch Says He Will Name
Supreme Court Justice Then.

Governor Hoch stated today that he
would announce the appointment of a
successor to Justice Cunningham on
Monday.

In spite of the fact that Governor
Hoch has emphatically stated that he
has already made up his mind who to
appoint, he is receiving a good deal
of advice from his friends on the sub-
ject. U. S. Attorney J. S. Dean called
upon him today, and presumably gave
him a few hints on the subject. -

It is said that a delegation is coming
from Iola today to urge the appoint-ment of Capt. H. A. Ewing.

Governor Hoch said today: "No, I
am not being bothered much by appli-
cants. I shut off the scramble bywhat I said the first day after Judge
Cunningham's death. As far as being
ready to make the appointment is
concerned, I was ready within fifteen
minutes after the news of the sad
event reached me, and I have not had
occasion to change my mind. I shall
probably announce the appointmenton Monday."

There are several new candidates
mentioned today, in spite of the gov-
ernor's statement that the man is al-

ready selected. One is Judge G. P.
Aikman, of the Thirteenth judicial dis-
trict, a resident of Butler county. An
other is Judge Kellogg, of Emporia,the father of Charles Kellogg, who is
the governor's stenographer.

TWO .DIE BY FIRE.

State Room Inn at Portland Exposi-
tion Is Burned.

Portland, Ore., Aug. 19. Fire today
destroyed the State Room inn, one block
from the main entrance of the exposi-
tion, and resulted in the death of two
men, whose badly charred bodies have
not been identified. A number of the
occupants of the place, including four
women and two men, were injured and
removeo. to nospitais. About 30 persons
were in the building when the fire broke
out. A search of the ruins revealed no
more bodies and it is believed that onlytwo lives were lost.

BAND OP YOUTHFUL THIEVES.

Pillaged Back Porches and Yards on
Harrison Street.

Mrs. M. D. Henderson, of 704 Harrison
street, complained to the police this
morning that three young negroes were
begging and stealing in that neighbor-
hood.

The negroes approached both ends of
a house at the same time, and while one
was begging something to eat at the
front door, the other two were busily en-

gaged in stealing everything portablefrom the back porch. By the time a
detective was sent out to look for the
negroes they had escaped.

lowing officers for the ensuing ytar:
President,- - David R. Francis of Mis

souri: first vice president, Col. H. D.
Loveland, San Francisco; second vice
president, L. B. Prince of
New Mexico: third vice president, M.
B. Larrymore of North Dakota; fourth
vice president, C. A. Fellows, of Kan-
sas; secretary, Arthur B. Francis of
Colorado; treasurer. H. B. Topping of
Missouri.

The resolution on the subject of
Chinese exclusion as it will go to con-
gress, petitions the president to make
necesary investigations into the cause
or the present boycott and to then
recommend to the federal congress a
comprehensive immigration law fram-
ed to remove all unreasonable restric-
tions, but to exclude all undesirable
persons of every nation.

One other Important resolution was
adopted in committee endorsing the
establishment of a department of
mines and mining.

Among the resolutions introduced m
the congress were one favoring the is-
suance by congress of $100,000,000 in
bonds to form a permanent fund for
the improvement ox rivers ana har-
bors, and one recommending separate
statehood for Oklahoma. It is prob-
able that the next congress will go to
Kansas City.

LETSQ&1E GO.

Judge Holds Four of the Corespond
ents in the Taggart Case.

Wooster, O., Aug. 19. Judge Eason
rendered his decision today in regard to
the motion filed to rule out the charges
against the principal men amed as co
respondents in the Taggart divorce case.
Judge Eason stated that he would dis
miss the charges against Captain Rither
and against Mr. Spencer of Chicago but
that he would not dismiss the charges
against General Miner, Lieutenant For-
tesque, Captain Bash and William Tag
gart. In regard to the letters JudgeEason stated that if half of the charges
against Miner imprisoning Taggart were
not disproved, Major Taggart would
have been justified in writing almost
any kind of a letter to get out of prison.

He went at length into the other
charges and severely scored Miner, For
tescue. Bash and William Taggart, stat
ine: that the evidence, so far producedmust be disproved or it was against
them.

JACOB DICKS PARDONED.

Hutchinson Murderer Released From
Penitentiary by Governor Hoch.

Jacob Dicks of Hutchinson, who in
October, 1899, was sent to the peniten-
tiary for ten years for the murder of
Jake Schoenfield, his boss in the salt
works, was pardoned out today by
Governor Hoch. This application for
pardon was up before Governor Bai-
ley, and was rejected on the advice of
Senator Vincent and others. Senator
Vincent iff on record as saying that the
murder was coldblooded and un-
justified.It seems that Dicks was jealous of
Schoenfield, and believed that he had
been guilty of undue familiarity with
Mrs. Dicks. One day Dicks got drunk,
went to his home and accused his wife
of infidelity, and then loaded up a
shotgun and went gunning for Schoen-
field. He waited until Schoenfield
came out of the salt works, and calm-
ly blew his head oft.

Carr Taylor, attorney for the rail-
road board, who was prosecuting at-
torney of Reno county at the time,
recommends Dicks' pardon, and this
action is endorsed by the judge and a
long list of Reno county petitioners.

ROBBED IN DAYLIGHT.

Treasurer of a Company Held Up Be-

tween Bank and Office.

Chicago, Aug. 19. A daylight robbery
was perpetrated here today when H. C.
Beard, assistant treasury of the Press
and Sign company here was waylaid
and robbed of $1,025 by two armed men.
Mr. Beard was going to the office of
the company from a bank with the
money for the weekly payroll. He was
accosted by two well-dress- men. One
of the men pointed a revolver at him
and the other struck him with a billy.He fell to the ground and a valise con-
taining the money was taken from him.

FIRE AT WINCHESTER.

Seven Business Buildings Destroyed
Lightning the Cause.

Winchester, Kan., Aug. 19. There
was a disastrous fire here caused by
lightning. Seven buildings standing xn
one side of the block were consumed
together with their contents. The
large two-sto- ry building owned bv J.
D. Lemon of Lawrence, being one of
the number. The burned buildingswere occupied by a drug store. Racket
store, dry goods store, restaurant, gro-
cery and barber shop. The fire occur-
red while the storm was at its worst
and very little was saved.

Puts Women on His Staff.
Boston, Aug. 19. Commander-i- n

Chief John B. King of the G. A. R., in
a general order from the national
headquarters here, announces the ap-
pointment of three women to be hon-
orary aides on his staff at the national
encampment to be held next month in
Denver, Colo. The appointees are
Mrs. Kate B. 'Sherwood of Ohio, Mrs.
Sarah E. Fuller and Mrs. Elizabeth A.
Turner of Massachusetts, ail of whom
are past national presidents of the
Woman's Relief Corps. This is the
first time that women have served on
the staff of the commander-in-chie- f.

Emperor Nicholas Issues His
Promised Manifesto.

Which Gives the People a Toice
in the Government.

SUFFRAGE IS WIDE.

But Is Based Upon a Property
Qualification.

Most Important Event Since the
Serfs Were Freed.

St. Petersburg, Aug. 19. Russia's na-
tional representative assembly, the fruit
of decades of stress and striving for re-

form, which endows the Russian people
with the rights of being consulted
through their chosen representatives in
the suggestion and repeal of laws takes
its place among the fundamental insti-
tutions of the empire.In a solemn manifesto EmperoV Nich-
olas announces to his subjects the frui-
tion of his plans, summoning the repre-
sentatives of the people as outlined byhim in a rescript issued on March 3 last,and fixes the date for the first convoca-
tion as mid-Janua- and in a ukase ad-
dressed to the senate, formally orders
that body to register the popular will,
formulating the nature, powers and pro-
cedure of the new governmental organiz-ation.

The manifesto and ukase are publish
ed this morning in-- special editions of
the Official Messenger in St. Petersburgand Moscow. They were given out to
newspapers at noon, many of which are
preparing to issue extra editions to sig-
nalize a momentous historical event,
overshadowing in importance the libera-
tion of the serfs in 1861.

The date of the occasion has been
happily chosen with due regard to the
poetical symbolism so dear to the Rus-
sian heart, for on this day is celebrat
ed the great religious feast of the trans
figuration of Christ, with the bringingto the church of the first fruits of the
new harvest.

The national assembly will be a con
sultative organization in connection
with the council of the empire and not
a legislative body. The powers of the
emperor remain theoretically absolute.
As the emperor is the supreme law
giver and autocrat, the decisions of the
douma have only a recommendatory
and not a binding force, though the re
jection of-an- y legislative measures by a
two-thir- ds majority of both houses is
sufficient to prevent that measure from
becoming law.

The representatives of the people will
have not only the right to be heard on
any legislation proposed by the govern
ment, but also can voice their desires on
new laws and will have the right to ex
ert a certain" supervision over bud
getary expendlt ures.

The suffrage, though wide., is not uni
versa!. It is based on property qunlift
cations, the peasantry having a vote
through membership in communal or
ganizations.

A considerable portion of the residents
of the cities, possessing no lands, to
gether with women, soldiers, civil func
tionaries, etc, are without suffrage.

OFFICEHOLDERS BARRED.
They Cannot Vote Under the Russian

Parliamentary Scheme.
St Petersburg, Aug. 19. The text

of the document constituting a Rus
sian parliament discloses many pointsof special interest to foreigners enjoy
ing constitutional government. Safe
guards for the maintenance of the
autocratic power of the emperor crop
out continually in the course of the
lengthy document. Although the
members are to be elected for a five
year term, paragraph 3 provides that
the- - douma can be dissoulved by the
emperor before the expiration of the
term of five years, and new elections
ordered by imperial ukase.

Paragraph 4 sets forth that the
length of the sessions of the douma
and its adjournments during the year
shall be determined by the emperor.

Paragraph 10 provides that the
president of the douma shall report to
the emperor. Other paragraphs pro
vide that in case of dispute between
the cabinet ministers and the douma in
regard to bills, the emperor shall have
the final word as to the disposition
thereof.

The oath to be taken by the mem
bers is as follows: "We promise to
perform our duty to the best of our
knowledge and ability, in all loyalty to
his majesty and mindful to the wel
fare of Russia.

Members of th douma can only be
deprived of their liberty or limited
therein by order of the judicial power
and thev may not be arrested lor aeot.
Their payment is provided for at the
rate of ten roubles (about $5) per day
during the session and members will
receive for traveling expenses five
kopeks per verst twice yearly to and
from St. Petersburg. Mne usual pro
visions are mads for the removal or
suspension of disorderly members and
for holding executive sessions.

Paragraph 41 debars the public
from admission to either the general
or sectional sessions, but gives the
nresident of the douma the right to ad
mit representatives of the press to
open sessions. Another clause provides
fnr the nrenaration by Sworn stenog- -
ranhers of reoorts of all sittings of the
general session of the douma with the
exception of the executive sessions.
These reports may be made public
with the approval of the president.
The electoral scheme debars gover-
nors, vice governors, police prefects
and their subordinates from the voting
places in the districts where they ex-

ercise their functions. The elections
will be held under the general super-
vision of the minister of the interior,
governors and police prefects, while
each electoral ward in the principali
ties will have an electoral commission,
consisting of a president and two
members, chosen by the mayor from
among the possessors of the franchise.
Civil functionaries may not be elected
to the douma unless they resign their
posts, nor may any one be elected who
Is not acquainted with the Russian
language. ,

The Emperor Starts the Work.
St. Petersburg, Aug. 19 The emperor

lost no time in starting an investigation
into the best manner of securing repre-
sentation for the districts not provided
for in the manifesto, which refers to
them as "some regions wherein special
conditions obtain." An imperial decree
issued this morning appoints a commis-
sion, under Count Golsky, president of
the economic department of the commit-
tee of ministers to discuss the procedure

Swing Around the Kansas Fair
and Reunion Circle.

OTHER STATES TO PAY.

Talks Away From Home Bring
in a Fee.

Seven States Glad to Pay for
Public Addresses.

Governor Hoch is planning a hard
campaign of speech-makin- g this fall.
Over 300 invitations have been received
for the months of August, September
and October from townspeople who
want to hear the governor. While most
of the invitations are from Kansas.
there is a large sprinkling of outside
dates offered to the governor. Chicago
wants him for two dates, and South Da-
kota, Nebraska, Iowa, Missouri, Texas
and Colorado all haveone or more in-
vitations on file.

Most of the out of the state dates are
for Chautauquas and such events, for
which there is some compensation. The
associations are writing to the governor
asking him for his terms, and he will
probably consent to make a few speech-
es outside the state for pay.

"During the past summer," said Gov-
ernor Hoch, "I have turned down oppor-
tunities to speak at Chautauquas which
would have been worth $1,000 to me." I
think the state can spare me long
enough to take up a few of these op-

portunities this fall. The money would
come in very handy. And in those
speeches I always manage to get in a
few good licks for Kansas. I believe I
can do the state some good as well as
myself."

Private Secretary Williams is now at
work arranging in proper order the in
vitations for the coming three months.
He turned over to the governor todaya huge sheaf covering tha month of
August alone, which must of course be
disposed of immediately. Many of these
invitations came while the governor was
away, and some were for dates now
past. For September and October, the
invitations are more abundant than for
August. There are reunions, county
fairs, old settlers' picnics, harvest
homes, dedications and school openings.
Nearly every old soldiers' reunion in the
state is trying to get the governor, and
he will no doubt accept a good many of
these invitations on account of the fact
that pressure of work prevented his at-
tendance, at the sta f .reunion, where he
was billed to speak,, today. ,

Governor Hoch .hash not yet decided
which invitations .he 'will 'accept, but
he is now at work preparing a com-
plete schedule. : He will fill every date
which he thinks he can spare away
from the duties of his office.

"I am expecting to make a lot of
speeches this fall," he said today.
Invitations are coming in thick, and

I expect to accept a good many Tor
public meetings in this state. I look
upon it rather as a duty which I owe
the public to get out and make these
speeches. And then the speeches
which I have been invited to make
outside the state bring in some money,
and money would be quite acceptable."Governor Hoch is a long ways from
being a rich man, and it is not at all
remarkable that he looks with favor
upon the opportunity to pick up some
of the speech money, which he can
command while in the governor'schair. As plain Ed Hoch he would be
unable to get anything like the priceshe can get as Governor E. W. Hoch.

One of the governor's friends said
today: "Judging from the invitations
which are coming in. Governor Hoch
is one of the most popular platform
orators, lecturers, or whatever you
call it, in the country today. He is
getting invitations from some of the
leading Chautauquas in the west to
address them, and such addresses
bring good fees. Hoch has made him-
self very popular with the people of
the west by his' Standard Oil fight.
and he is a good drawing card at any
public gathering."Of course Governor Hoch will not
charge for the speeches which he
makes in Kansas. But at the same
time these speeches will not be a loss
to him, for Hoch always makes a good
impression when he talks, and indica-
tions are that the governor is not with-
out political ambitions. While making
speeches for the benefit of the state he
is also making them for the benefit of
himself, politically speaking. It isn't
necessary for the governor to make
political speeches in order to have the
right kind of political effect.

KELLOGG A CANDIDATE.

General Aspires to Place
on Supreme Bench.

Emporia, Kan., Aug. 19. C. B.
Graves of Emporia is being mentioned
in connection with the vacancy on the
supreme bench, caused by the death of
Justice E. W. Cunningham, but Lyon
county will have another candidate.

At the proper time Judge Lyman B.
Kellogg will announce his candidacy,
but he will not do so until after the
burial of Judge Cunningham. He does
not think it seemly to begin to hustle
for endorsements for the place before
the funeral of the late justice. ,

Judge Kellogg was attorney generalof Kansas fifteen years ago. He was
the first Republican to be defeated byfusion. The Democrats and Populistsfused on Ives for attorney general but
had separate tickets for the other of-
fices, which resulted in the election of
Ives, but the defeat of the balance of
the Populist ticket.

It is said that Kellogg will have the
endorsement of the Lyon county bar.

Cheats Gallows With Penknife.

Appealed to by Judges to Use
His Big Stick.

HAVE A WRONG IDEA.

County Officers Would Crowd
the State Reformatories.

New Law Intended to Make Ad-

mission More Difficult.

Governor Hoch stated this morningthat he will stand by the state board
of control in the row which is spring-
ing up between the board and some
of the probate judges of the state over
the interpretation of the juvenile court
law.

Consequently it will not do the pro-
bate judges much good to appeal to
the governor to use his big stick on the
board of control.

"Some of the probate judges," said
Governor Hoch this morning, "have
an entirely wrong idea of the purpose
of that juvenile court law. They seem
to think it was enacted for the pur-
pose of making it easy to put children
in the state reformatories. The real
purpose of the law is to keep children
out of the reformatories, and give
them a chance to reform while in the
custody of private families."

It is rather a startling fact thatsince the passage of the juvenile court
law there have been more applicationsto put' children in the reformatories
than ever before. The state officers
are at a loss to account for the situa-
tion, and are inclined to believe that
the probate judges are entirely at sea
in their understanding of the new law.

The present disturbance seems to
Center in the case of Ethel Blake, a
naughty maiden in Fort Scott. Ethel
is only 13 years old, but she has been
wayward for some time. She was
brought before the probate court, and
Probate Judge B. Hudson, after pa
roling her a couple of times condi-
tional on good behavior, ordered that
she be committed to the industrial
school for girls. Then he sent in a
report of what he had done to the
board of control, but the report did
not comply with the new juvenile court
law. It did not show that the girlhad violated her parole. So on August
12 the board sent this letter to Probate
Judge Hudson:

'Replying to your letter of August
11th enclosing the papers in the case of
Ethel Blake to the juvenile court law.
in which we gave you the ruling of the
attorney general. No child can be ad
mitted to the industrial schools except
through proceedings in the juvenilecourt. In this case you have used the
old form and at one place you signed as
judge of the juvenile court, but in all
other places as probate judge. The
juvenile court act provides that all
blanks shall be furnished by your coun-
ty commissioners. Crane & Co., of this
city, and we presume other firms, have
full sets of blanks. We would suggest
that you send and get a full set of
blanks and have your county commis-
sioners print some for you. There are 21
different kinds of blanks used to carry
out the provisions of the juvenile court
act. After you have proceeded under
the juvenile court act and have tried the
child on parole, as Intended by the act,
and the case proves to be one that you
cannot handle without sending to the
industrial schools, then we wish you to
use the enclosed commitment. We will
then pass upon the case and if the child
can be received, you can then use the
enclosed warrant. The enclosures are
samples in reference to the boys' in-

dustrial school. The blanks for the
girls' industrial school would be the
same form.

"As you are aware, the industrial
schools of this state are not of sufficient
capacity to receive all the children for
whom application is made."

Judge Hudson seemed to get right
up on the edge when this letter reach-
ed him. He seemed to be thoroughly
convinced that the state board of con-
trol was trying to give him the worst
of it in some way, and was reflecting
on his judicial dignity. He gave out
an interview which the Fort Scott
Tribune says is "bitter" in which he
says, among other things: "If the
beard of control thinks it knows more
about that girl than I do it had bet-
ter come down here and look into the
case, instead of arbitrarily refusing to
admit her. I don't see any use of
having a juvenile court law if the
board of control is to have the power
to undo what the court thinks is right.
I have looked into the law and I can't
find anything that gives the board any
such powers. It is simply an outrage.

The report goes on to say that Judge
Hudson will try to go over the head
of the board of control by an appeal
to the attorney general or to Governor
Hoch, and that unless he can obtain
consolation from these officials, he will
"throw up the sponge." W'hether that
means that he will resign his job as
probate judge, quit sending people to
the reformatories, or simply lay down
and die, is not explained.

H. C. Bowman, one of the members
of the board of control, called on Gov
ernor Hoch this morning and ex
plained the situation to him. The gov-
ernor told him to go ahead and do
what the law required.

POWERS WILL HELP.

Japan Will Be Urged to Give

L'p Indemnity Claim.

On Promise That She Shall
Have Something as Good.

Portsmouth, Aug. 19. Suddenly the
eyes of the nations have been turned
by a mysterious midnight dispatch from
Portsmouth to Oyster Bay from the
peace envoys to the president of the
United States. With the early depart-
ure today of Baron Rosen for Oyster
Bay President Roosevelt once more be-

comes the central figure of the world's
stage. The long message received after
midnight by Mr. Peirce was from the
president. It was an invitation for
Baron Rosen to come there at once for
a conference. The invitation was to
Russia's ambassador because as Rus-eia- 's

accredited repiesentative here, it
is entirely proper for the president at
any time to summon him to a confer-
ence. Baron Rosen was at once awaken-
ed to receive the message from Mr.
Peirce and after a conference with Mr.
Witte it was decided the ambassador
ehould leave on an early train for Oyster
Bay. It was further decided tKat it
should be officially announced that
Baron Roten was going to Magnolia ac-

cording to yesterday's program. In the
meantime, however, Mr. Peirce was up
until early this morning making ar-
rangements for the baron's trip.

Orders were telegraphed to Lieutenant
Kvans, commanding the Sylph to be at
New Rochelle early this morning to
receive the ambassador and take him
et once to Oyster Bay. Arrangements
were also made for the Bay State Limit-
ed to make a stop at Mew Rochelle in
order to let the ambassador board the
Sylph there. The change in the pro-
gram became known when Baron Rosen,
upon his arrival at Boston, instead of
going directly to Magnolia, waited for the
10 o'clock train for New York. "Whether
he will remain at Oyster Bay over night
has not yet been decided. It will all de-

pend upon what transpires after he has
seen the president. Baron Rosen will
give to the president the full official
details of the negotiations up to date,
the text of the Japanese demands, the
Russian reply to each of them.

Japan's attitude has already been out-
lined to the president by Baron Kaneko
and it is not improbable that Baron
Komura or Mr. Takahira may see the
president between no and Tuesday.

Powers Ready to Help.
According to cipher message received

by both the missions it is understood
that the efforts of the powers who are
ready to tender their good offices to
prevent the rupture of the negotiations,
will be especially directed towards the
persuasion of Japan to withdraw her
demand for indemnity. The assurance
will be given by the powers that if
the demand is withdrawn, Japan will
receive adequate compensation in other
ways.

At St. Petersburg the powers will
endeavor to induce the emperor to
consent to the cession of Sakhalin.
Once an agreement is reached regard-
ing Sakhalin and indemnity, it is be-
lieved the success of the negotiationswould be assured and that the bellig-erents would easily come to an under
standing regarding article 10, the in
terned warships, and article 11, the
limitation of Russia's sea power in
the far east. Indeed, article 10, it is
suggested by the authority, might offera partial solution to the insistence bv
Japan on article 9, the indemnity. If
.Russia should offer to buy back at r
generous price the interned warships,it is believed the peace nartv in Janan
would insist upon the acceptance of
inis proposition.Cardinal Van Nutelli. who was one
of the candidates for the papacy dur-
ing the conclave after the death ofLeo XIII, in a letter todav. savs thatthe whole sacred college, as well as the
pope, himself, are taking the deepest
njiciesi. in me peace negotiations,which were just beginning when theletter was written. The cardinal addsthat Pius X has expressed the earnest
hope that through the ability of the
peace envoys and the statesmanshipand energy of President Rooseveitthat peace for which the world wais
may be brought about.

Just what the president is doing hasnot transpired, but it is regarded as
certain that he has appealed both to
Tokio and St. Petersburg to induce the
warring nations to show a spirit of
concession and n6t allow the confer-ence to go on the rocks next Tuesday.Mr. Griscom and Mr. Meyer may havebeen instructed to make direct appealsto the emperors of the two countries.If the of France and
England, the allies of the respectivebelligerents, is secured, somethingmay be accomplished. In the last re-
sort the main obstacle to success ofthe negotiations is certain to prove tobe the question of indemnity. Russiawill not pay "a copek of tribute" is the
language of Mr. Witte. That is be-
lieved to be Russia's last word on that
question. The question of the cessionof Sakhalin may be arranged. But un-
less Japan relinquishes her claim forthe cost of the war" hope is gone. Itis at Tokio. consequently, that theissue will probably be decided. France,it is certain, will support the presi-dent's effort. If England will now
bring pressure to bear, as it is definite-
ly thought she is now prepared to do,the situation may be saved.

Ready to Eight Again.
Tokio, Aug. 19. The weight of

popular belief seems to anticipate andbe reconciled to the failure of the
peace negotiations at Portsmouth. The
Japanese have resolutely supportedthe demand relative to reimbursementfor the expenditures of the war, andthe cession of Sakhalin island and evi-
dently prefer a continuance of the
struggle to the acceptance of lesserterms.

The press and others are urgingthat the Manchurian and Vladivostok
campaigns be vigorously pressed and
also the seizure of Russia's possessionson the Pacific coast. The rains have
ceased and fighting in Manchuria soon
will be jsossible.

And Plead to Charges of Violat-

ing an Injunction.

SPECIFIC ACTS NAMED.

Rebates Alleged to Have Been
Granted in Two Cases.

To the Harvester Trust and the
Hutchinson Salt Company.

Kansas City, Aug. 19. Contempt
proceedings charging violation of the
order of District Judge John F.
Philips, issued in March, 1902, re-

straining the defendants from giving
rebates in violation of the interstate
commerce law. were filed here today
In the United States district court
against the Chicago & Alton, the Bur-
lington, the Missouri Pacific, the Rock
Island and the Santa Fe railway com-
panies. These companies are charged
with giving rebates in violation of the
restraining order and the court 13

asked to cite them for contempt.
The contempt proceedings allege

specifically In the case of the Alton,
that that company granted rebates
amounting to many thousands of dol
lars on the shipments of agricultural
and farming machinery to the International

Harvester company "which
owns and controls the Deering Har-
vester company, the McCormick Har-
vester company, the Piano Harvester
company, the South Chicago Furnace
company, and the Illinois Northern
Railroad company. It is alleged that
the Chicago & Alton agreed with the
Illinois Northern to file with the in
terstate commerce commission pre-
tended joint tariffs of freight rates ef
fective from Chicago to Missouri river
points, for the express purpose of
evading the restraining order, and that
the Alton did in fact give to the Inter-
national Harvester company 25 percent of said pretended tariff rate. The
proceedings against the Burlingtonare practically identical with those
against the Alton.

The proceedings against the Mis-
souri Pacific, the Rock Island and the
Santa Fe allege that in like manner
these companies violated the restrain-
ing order by giving rebates to. the
Hutchinson-Kansa- s Salt company, in
collusion with the Hutchinson & Arkan-
sas River railroad, which latter com-
pany is controlled and operated by the
Salt company. These roads are al-

leged to have given the Salt company
25 per cent of a pretended joint tari-- t

rate upon salt routed to points on the
Missouri river.

The charges were filed bv A. Van
Valkenburg, United States district "at
torney for the western department of
Missouri, at the instigation of M. D.
Purdy, assistant attorney general tt
the United States.

Judge Philips set Sept 18, as the
date upon which the companies are or-
dered to make their plea to the
charges of contempt.

SARATOGA STARTLED.

Two Mysterious Explosions Heard in
Quick Succession.

Saratoga, N. T, Aug. 19.- - Two loud
explosions in quick succession startled
visitors late last evening, and set afoot
storiesx about dynamite plots. While
very little actual damage was done
there can be no doubt that some vio-
lent explosives were used. The ques
tion is whether it was the work of a
practical joker, or of some person in
tending michief, who failed to carry
out his plan.

The first explosion occurred in a
narrow alley way between the United
States club, conducted by Joseph un-
man, and adjoining a garage. .

The second explosion ocurrea about
half an hour later at a point in Cir- -
cular street directly above the grounds
of Richard Canfield s Saratoga club-
house. In both instances the noise
was great and those in the neighbor-
hood were of the impression that
bombs had been used. Later in the
night several printed slips were found
in the corriaor or a leamng noiei, as-

serting that dynamite had been found
in large quantities in the two club
houses and warning people to be care-
ful. These slips lead the police to be-

lieve that the explosions were the
work of a fanatic.
